Final rites for CRAIG W. 
HAINES, ’65, formerly of Key- 
ser, were held on March 1 at the 
Pasadena Presbyterian Church, 
St. Petersburg, Fla. 

Haines was killed in the line 
of duty on Feb. 17 while serving 
with the U. S. Navy near Saigon 
in Vietnam.

It was reported that the young 
sailor was killed along the Me- 
kong Delta while serving on a 
river patrol boat.

Capt. John F. Gillooly, USN, 
a native of Clarksburg and a 1940 
graduate of Potomac State Col- 
lege, assumed command of the 
aircraft carrier USS Wasp 
.(CVS-18) in formal change of 
command ceremonies on Novem- 
ber 26 aboard the ship at 
Quonset Point, R. I. 

Catamount Coach, Dana C. 
(Horse) Lough, who coached 
Gillooly in both football and bas- 
ketball during his days “on the 
hill,” was present for the oc- 
casion, along with Mrs. Lough. 

Capt. Gillooly is a 1944 grad- 
uate of the U. S. Naval Academy. 
He was graduated from Washing- 
ton Irving High School in Clarks- 
burg in 1938 prior to com ng to 
Potomac State.

From 1960 through 1963 he 
served as Operations Officer, 
Executive Officer, and Command- 
ing Officer of Air Anti-submarine 
Squadron Thirty Six on the USS 
Randolph. He then became Com- 
mander of ASW Air Group 56 
on the USS Intrepid. From 1966 
to 1968 he served as Director 
of the Policy Division, Bureau 
of Naval Personnel. 

Capt. Gillooly assumed com- 
mand of the USS Manatee (AO- 58) 
on April 1, 1958.
